WASHINGTON.—The Army this week presented to the 
Department of Defense a formal request to start P-2 pro- 


ficiency pay of $60 a month. 


Charles C. Finucane, assistant 
DOD secretary for manpower, per- 
sonnel and Reserve, confitmed that 
fact in an. interview wigh Army 
Times and said that the y was 
the first of the military services 
to push the P-2 program. 

Finucane declared he could not 
say now when action on the re- 
quest -would be taken. However, 
his aides. reported that it normally 
takes about 30 or 60 days to com- 
plete action on such a proposal. 

If granted permission, the Army 
expected to make 1750 so-called 
“token” payments in the first six 
months of next year. For fiscal 
yéar 1961 starting 1 July 1960, the 
Army also has requested 1750 P-2 
slots, according to Finucane. 

These are so-called “token” pay- 
ments because they would provide 
a test of whether $60 extra dollars 
a month would keep men in criti- 
cal skills in the Army more effec- 
tively than the current $30 a month 
P-1 payments.

Army to Inoculate Against 
Virus That Hits Recruits 


WASHINGTON. - “The Army 
will soon launch a campaign 
against respiratory diseases which, 
during the winter, affect 80 per- 
cent of new recruits,” says Lt. Col. 
Joseph W. Cooch, MC, a communi- 
cable disease authority in the 
Army Surgeon General’s Office. 


“Beginning in the near future 
adenovirus vaccine will be given 


to all new recruits,” Col. Cooch 
said. “Although this is not the 
Jony-sought cold prevention vac- 


cine tests have shown it to pro- 
tect these men against adenovirus- 


caused respiratory infections which 
account for 50 percent of Army 
wide recruit disease.” 

Although the disease is not 
fatal; five to 10 percent of adeno- 
virus infections among new re- 
cruits develops into mild pnew- 
monia. Symptoms of respiratory 


disease caused by adenovirus in- 
clude fever, coughing, nausea and 
aching muscles. 
7 + * 
IN 1954 the adenovirus was first 
reported by Dr. Maurice Hille- 





mann, then a research virologist 
at the Walter Reed Army Insti- 
tute of Research in Washington, 
D.C. The first adenovirus vaccines 
were later developed at the Insti- 
tute. 

Since 1954, over 16 different 
adenovirus strains have been iso- 
lated although only two of these, 
types 4 and 7, are of major impor- 
tance among recruits. 

These types do not cause epi- 
demics among either seasoned 
troops or among civilians. 

In emphasizing that the adeno- 
virus vaccine will not prevent the 
common cold, Col, Cooch said that 
the immunization is primarily in- 
tended to prevent adenovirus types 
4 and 7. 

Recently adopted for tri-service 
use, the adenovirus vaccine will 
be distributed at reception station 
medical facilities. Distribution 
will be limited to new recruits be- 
cause the adenovirus seems to 
cause outbreaks primarily among 
these men who come from differ- 
ent locations and live close togeth- 
er in barracks.

Immigration and Naturalization 
Joseph M: Swing has advised. 

“The Immigration- and Nation 
ality Act requires all aliens in the 
United States and its possessions 
on 1! January of each year, with 
few exeeptions, to report their ad- 
dresses to the Attorney General 
during the month of. January,” 
Commissioner Swing said. 

“Aliens temporarily absent from 
the United States during the month 
of January must report their ad- 
dresses within 10 days of return 
to this country,” he explained. 

He: also pointed out that cards 


with which the report can be made 
are available at any U.S. Post Of- 
fice during January and at offices 
of the Immigratien and Naturaliza- 
tion Service at any time. Sra 

The cards, he said, should be 
filled out and returned to the clerk 
ftom whom received. 

Willful failure to submit the re- 
port may lead te serious penalties, 
such as fine, imprisonment and/or 
deportation, the Commissioner 
warned. 

“Compliance with this require- 
ment is, therefore, of importance 
to all aliens in the Armed Forces 
of the United States and to mem- 
bers of armed forces having rela- 
tives whe are not citizens but res- 
idents of this country,” he said.

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A New Twist on ‘Option’ 


By CAPT. JAMES 0. HADDOCK 
Richmond, Va. 


The military establishment has devised 
a means of underwriting a system: called 
“Department’s Contingency Option Plan” 
which provides worthwhile benefits for de- 
pendente of deceased retired servicemen. 
While this is commendable, and apparent- 
ly being taken advantage of by countless 
thousands, I would like to offer a proposal 
that would provide something worthwhile 
for the retiree himself — while alive. 

The plan that I will present is‘ not my 
own. It is a plan that has developed ever 
several hundred army personnel — en- 
listed and commissioned. From the time 
that the plan took shape, not a single per- 
son has failed to support it enthusiasti- 
cally. 

* o . 

THE PLAN is as follows: 

Permit retirees to draw a lump-sum pay- 
ment upon retirement amounting to 5,'10, 
15, or 20% of the total amount the retiree 
would receive during the remainder of his 
expected lifetime. To compensate for this 
sum, the retiree would forfeit a like per- 
centage of the scheduled monthly pension. 

Here’s an example of how it would 
work: 

An E-9 retires with 20 years service at 
age 40 (purely hypothetical, of eourse). 
His base pay is $430/month —. annual 
pension (50% ) would be $215 x 12 months, 
or $2580, 

Based on the current average life span 
for males of this age group — 65 years — 
the government will pay this person a 


tetal of $2580 x 25 years, or $64,500. We 
know Of no official calculations estimating 
an average life span ef less than the na- 
tional average for service retirees. 

We mention this to discount any state- 
ments that the budget could not under- 
write such a program because of an ex- 
pected large. volume of untimely de 
partures. 

We, propese that when the E-9 retires 
he would have the option of drawing 
5% ($3,225), 10% ($6,450), 15% 
($9,675), or 20% ($32,900) in a lump- 
sum payment. We would limit the 
amount te 20%. 


For the lump-sum payment, the E-9- 
* would forfeit a like percentage of ‘the 


monthly pension. In this case, the month- 
ly pension would stand as follows: $204.25 
for 5%, $193.50 for 10%, $182.75 for 15%, 
or $172. if the maximum 6f 20% was taken. 

' Only the imagination ef each individual 
ean traverse the full range of benefits that 


the plan could conceivably produce. A- 


faerifice of $43/month (in the case of the 
E-9 above) will provide: enough cash. to 
buy a nice home for cash. Many would 
like to start a business instead of taking a 
job for a salary.. Almost every serviceman 
realizes that our retirement pension will 
be inadequate to méet. our basic needs. 
This plan would enable us to try a busi- 
ness venture. 

Although the proponents of this. plan 
make no’claims of being economist, we 
think that the money placed in circulation 
by this plan would “spark” the national 
economy and produce an endless number 
ef other desirable effeets.

LL not surprise anybody to learn 
ional Aeronautics and 
Space , —NASA for short— 
gets lots of mail. Some is from cranks. Some of 
it comes from people who offer their services for 
dangerous experiments. However, most of it is 
from inventors who wish to be helpful but who also 
may have read that the tor can recom- 





mend substantial cash awards for them if their 
ideas are useful. 4 . 

The simple fact of life is that.so far no idea 
thas been useful, or, more precisely, no idea has 
‘been both useful and new. Lots — 
of people had reasonably useful 
ideas, of course, but virtually all 
Bingen lice R gered go 
book, essional or 
technical report. — 

‘Fhe bulk of the useless sug- 
gestions happens te harp on one 
specific: theme: How to get the 
rocket off the launching pad 
without burning up too much. 
fuel. Nobody seems to have a 
counted how often it has. been 
suggested to convert. an aban- LEY 
doned: mine shaft into a launching tube, but it te 
one of the more common ideas submitted. 

Another one is the inclined ramp, either open 
or closed.

LET’S LOOK at the “collar” of turbojet engines 
first. The reasoning sounds simple: The rocket 
burns a kerosene-like fuel but it also has to carry 
the oxygen with which to burn the kerosene. Now 
a turbojet can use the same fuel but will take its 
oxygen from the air. So why not make a booster 
of jet engines which would be able to burn up to 
an altitude of, say, 50,000 feet? That should help. 

It probably would, but not cheaply. Let us as- 
sume that the jet engines, for a certain amount 
of thrust, will burn as much fuel as would the 
rocket. The saving, then, is clearly the price of the

A highpower jet engine, 
on the other hand, is a very expensive item and in“ 
order to. get the necessary thrust for lifting a 
large missile, at least a dozen of them would be :: 
needed. It would be a very large outlay. But 
couldn’t the jet engines be recovered and used over 
and over again? 

Yes, they might be recovered if a complicated 
parachute assembly works perfectly. But before 
they could be used over again they would at least 
have to be inspected carefully and possibly would 
have to be overhauled. The inspection. and re- 
assembly alone would cost more than the price of 
the liquid oxygen saved. 

How about the abandoned mineshaft? 


The idea is to.take an existing deep hole in 
the ground.and to convert it into something like 
a gigantic gun barrel.. Then a kind of “piston” 
would be fitted into this barrel and the missile 
would be placed on top of the piston. The piston 
itself is then moved by steam or by compressed 
air so. that the missile will emerge from the top 
of the former mineshaft at fair speed, without hav- 
ing used up a drop of its own fuel, 

J * * 

BEFORE WE ASK about the price of convert- 
ing a mine shaft into a barrel — not to mention . 
the price of the steam generator to move the piston 
— let's see what we would get out of such a device. 
Let us say that the mine shaft is 3000 feet. deep, 
This is the distance over which the push of the 
stream below the piston could be effective. Now, 
how hard can, we permit the steam to push? Well, 
Obviously not more than the rocket would accele- 
rate under its own power if it were burning. It 
is built for such an acceleration; if the acceleration 
were higher it would collapse. 

No matter how you try to juggle the figures 
around to get a useful result, the calculation al- 
ways ends up with something like 1000 feet per 
second. 

How much would you save in fuel costs if the 
rocket started out with 1000 feet per second? The 
saving would depend, of course, on the size of 
the missile but for a big one let’s say that we 
would save about 5000 dollars. And the cost of the

IN THE preliminary discus- 
sions preceding the submission 
of that budget, the Navy again 
encountered “carrier-resistance” 
from the Bureau, and was finally 
badgered into agreeing to ask 
for a conventionally - powered 
carrier similar to the Forrestal 
class, costing something like 
$100,000,000 less than the nu- 
clear-powered job. 

There were voices raised in 
warning that this shift of. ground 
wouldn’t go down too well with 
the experienced members of the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, who had narrowly divided 
the previous year after being 
told all about the great superior- 
ity of nuclear power and some 
of whom were said afterward to 
be: half-sorry they’d voted in the

Throughout World War II the 
Government had difficulties with 
both coal mine opérators and mine 
workers. The Solid Fuels Adminis- 
tration was set up in the Interior 
Department to cope with any 
emergencies. Under the leadership 
of the iraseible John L. Lewis, the 
United Mine Workers pulled a 
strike in the midst of war. (This 
did not sit well with the military, 
who were also undergoing de- 
privations.) The Government took 
over the mines, but later gave them 
back to the owners. 

After the fighting war, on 1 April 
1946, Lewis ordered 400,000 soft 
coal miners to walk out. The Gov- 
ernment again took over the mines 
under the -continuing emergency 
powers. Then Lewis called a strike 
against the Government, disobeyed 
an order, and landed in the Fed 
eral District Court in Washington 
Upshot: Lewis fined $10,000 and 
the UMW $3% million. Lewis de- 
voted his life battling. for the 
miners, many of whom worked 
under intolerable conditions, but 
this time his zeal cost them @ lot 
of money. The quote is from Judge 
Goldsborough’s sentence, 5 Decem- 
ber 1946.

Engineer Unit at Dahlonega 
Builds Moonshine Lagoon 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — Until 
three months ago, the only running 
water at Fert Benning’s mountain 
Ranger camp near Dahlonega, Ga., 
was a nearby trout stream. 

Then some 85 young Army en- 
gineers moved in with heavy equip 
ment and all the skill needed to 
build a project such as “Moonshine 
Lagoon.” This was what the men 
of the 577th Engineer Bn. (Con- 
siruction), Fort Benning, had 
christened their work long before 
it was completed and “unveiled.” 

The surface of the sewage sys- 
tem was scratched in early August 
when personnel of Co. A, command- 
ed by ist Lt. Robert D. Cremer, 
started grubbing the 6'4-acre ‘a- 
goon site of virgin timber and 
brush. All timber pulpwood of 
value was turned over to the Fores- 
iry Service. 

The lagoon took its real shape 
when approximately 34,000 cubic 
yards of earth were dug out. This 
was cut from the hillside and com- 
pacted at a lower elevation to 
create the floor and walls of the 
Jagoon. For many days the throb 
of diesel engines echoed in the 
mountains as big bulldozer-scrapers 
and the graders pushed, hauled and 
shaped the earth. 

First Lt. Donald A. Banashek and 
SFC Hiureld A, Aultman, supervis- 
ing this phase, could see that only 
heavy rains could make them fall

Because the lagoon was situated 
within 25 feet of a mountain stream, 
it was necessary to build a retain- 
ing wall to prevent erosion of the 
lagoon wall.

An outlet, 
constructed with baffles and valves 
to allow the water leve] of the 
lagoon to be maintained at various 
levels, was part of the plan. 

At the completion ef “Moon- 
shine Lagoon,” a five-strand barb- 
ed wire fence was strung areund 
the whele area. 

The sewage system is said to be 
the first step in. making the moun- 
tain camp a permanent one for the 
Army Infantry School Rangers. Ad- 
ditional improvements were ac- 
eomplished by the engineers while 
they were in the area.

TOBYHANNA. Pa—From the 
Army Signal Corps Depot in Toby- 
hanna, “roll on, roll off” is rolling 
up records for speed on bulk over- 
seas shipments. 

Begun at the depot in June of 
this year, the new method is cutting 
shipping time by as much as 69 
days on some requisitions. 

Lt. Col. Chester Hewitt, Depot 
transportation officer. cites as a 
typical example the shipment that 
left here 17 September for the 
Brooklyn Army Terminal. Placed 
on the USNS Comet, which sailed 
19 September, it arrived at the 
Pirmasens Signal Depot in Ger- 
many on 8 October, for a total 
transit time “from point of origin 
to final destination” of 21 days. 

Normal sea transportation serv- 
ice takes anywhere from 60 te. 90 
days. 

In “roll on, roll off” a special 
trailer is packed with complete 
sets of equipment, including spares 
and maintenance parts.

Okinawa PXs 
End Use Of 


Ration Cards 


FORT BUCKNER, Okinawa—-The 
use of ration cards.in military ex- 
changes on Okinawa was ended on 
19 November. 

A joint service circular ‘an- 
nounces several new post exchange 
regulations, which, among other 
changes, abolishes the ration cards 
used here dusing the past fourteen 
years. 

The abolishment of exchange ra- 
tion cards follows the similar joint- 
service elimination of special com- 
missary ‘cards announced earlier. 

Admission to both exchange and 
commissary facilities by authorized 
users will be by individual show- 
ings of Department of Defense 
military or. civilian. identification 
cards. When in uniform, U.S. mili- 
tary personnel do not have to:show 
identification cards. 

With .the ration card elimina- 
tion, cigarette buyers .may now 
purchase up to two cartons on each 
visit. Under the old ration system, 
a limit was imposed of two car- 
tons per week per customer. 

Sales of items costing $5 or more 
will still be controlled through the 
use of exchange sales slips. Sales 
of radios, TV séts, watchés and 
cameras of a value exceeding $25 
will be limited to one per customer 
per purchase, Sale of tires will be 
limited “to four per customer’ at 
each buying. Sales slips on expen- 
sive items will be teviewed daily 
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as a check against excess purchases

Soldier in Korea Says 
He Was Harrassed 


WITH 1ST CAV. DIV., Korea.: 
I read Carol Arndt’s article on the 
revoking of PX privileges of Ko- 
rean wives of Gls with the great- 
est of interest. However, the Gl 
Korean wives are not the only ones 
to be harassed when it comes. to 
PX privileges. The American sol- 
dier also is being harassed. 

On Nov. 22 I entered the Camp 
Red Cloud PX, which is located at 
Uijongbu. There I made a few 
purchases and then headed for the 
front gate to leave. I was stopped 
and told to get in line with a group 
of other Gls. 

One by one we were sat down 
with our PX purchases spread out 
at our feet and our pictures were 
taken. This humiliation was con 
ducted in front of a large number 
of Korean Nationals, who stood out- 
side, laughing and jeering at our 
discomfort. 

I asked the two NCOs conduct- 
ing that infamous “party” who had 
given the order for this and was 
told it was the Provost Marshal.

THE PICTURES in the book, 
as well as much of the copy, sug- 
gest an undercurrent of Crow- 
Jim. thinking, too, although. this 
is undoubtedly not a conscious 
thing and no doubt the co-editors 
would disagree that a reversal 
of Jim-Crow ‘thinking is to be 
found in the book. 

One of the best, least pre- 
tentious and least didactic, es- 
says in the book is by John 
Steiner. It concerns Chicago 
jazz musicians and it is one of 
the ‘best summaries of jazz in 
Chicago I have ever read. 

Unlike some of the other ‘‘fore- 
mOst jazz critics and scholars” 
represented, Steiner is more con- 
cerned with facts than with the 
twisting- of facts to meet cur- 
rent critical dogma. Save for 
Stéiner’s explanation of why 
Eddie Condon, banjo player, 
switched to four-string (tenor) 
guitar rather than to six-string 
guitar, the facts here are straight, 
so far as I know, and this essay 
is one of the few in the book

“that “opens doors”, without, in- 
deed, being presented as if

for example, contains some most 
curious opinions as well as too 
many misstatements of fact. It 
seems to me that any man who 
can say — of swing era bands 
led by Goodman, Shaw, the Dor- 
Barnet, Hines, Calloway, 
Teddy Hill and Chick Webb — 
that they “were all approaching 
the same standards of profi- 
ciency” should not be asked to 
contribute an article concerning 
swing bands in the first place. 
Certainly he knows little of his 
subject, which. is proven when 
he says — of an LP called “The 
Great Swing Bands” — “if they 
are played without consulting 
notes or label, it is impossible 
to distinguish one (band) from 
another.” Impossible to whom? 
Does he mean that Goodman’s 
reed section sounded like Bar- 
net’s or Hill’s? Or what? So 
perhaps he is more to be pitied 
than censured. 
. ° * 

AND AN ESSAY by Martin 
Williams entitled “Bebop and 
After: A Report” is more opinion 
than report. Williams suggests 
that Thelonious Monk is “a 
major composer, perhaps the 
first in jazz since Ellington’, 
that Monk’s “technique was all 
musical,” that “he was a vir- 
tuoso of the basic materials of 
jazz,” and that “Pithecanthropus 
Erectus” by Charlie Mingus is 
not pretentious. And lerd knows 
what else.'To use one of Martin’s 
expressions, all I ean. say is “my 
goodness.” 

Williams also has an essay on 
Jelly Roli Morton which serves, 
in part, as a reason for Williams 
to repeat his case for John Lewis 
and Monk. This sentence is typi- 
cal, somehow: “Ellington's sense 
of form was overtaken by Par- 
ker’s innovations, but Ellington 
had a lot to do with planting 
the seeds.”

IN SHORT, although the writ- 
ing in the book is far better than 
one usually finds in “The Jazz 
Review”, I would think it would 
appeal primarily to those who 
subscribe to the editorial point 
of view to be found.in “The Jazz 
Review.” 

Incidentally, if Hentoff is look- 
ing for something to criticize in 
his monthly essay “Jazz in Print” 
in “The Jazz Review”, I would 
think he could do worse than 
to -eriticize most of the record 
reviews — some.of which are 
incredible — in the November 
issue of “The Jazz Review.”

FORT SLOCUM, N.Y.—Slocum is one of 
the..Army’s most unusual posts. Unusual in 
location, unusual in mission, and unusual, too, 
in quiet esprit and cameraderie. 

Slocum has its problems — more and better housing 
on post is a major one — but a tour at Slocum will prob- 
ably be a tour to remember. 

Slocum ‘has a special charm, partly because of its lo- 
cation of course, but also because the old place — make 
that the old island — has an in- 
escapable and somewhat nostalgic 
old Army feel. 


in Long Island Sound near New 
Rochelle, N. Y. You reach it in 
ten minutes by a military ferry 
boat that runs every 40 minutes. 
On a nearby shore is Glen Island 
Casino where a number of “big 
name” bandleaders, including the 
late Glenn Miller; first. gained 
fame. 

You can walk anywhere on 
the post in a matter of minutes 
but some like to bring their cars 
by ferry to the island. The per- 
imeter of Slocum — otherwise 
known as David’s Island — is 
slightly over one mile.

has been promised for Slocum on or before December 
1960. It will be bigger and it will beat the tide problem 
which keeps automobiles from coming on the island

“I THINK Korea taught all of us a lesson,” the CO 
of Slocum and the Army Information School, Col. Wil- 
liam F. Jackson, told Army Times in reference to a 
soldier’s need to know why he fights. 

“And I think we’re doing something about it now,” 
he added, “You might say that this school is the 
Army’s answer to the problem.” 

Col. Jackson is also quick to dispel the idea that the 
men assigned to duty at the Information School are 
somehow not the type you would normally find in com- 
bat Every man here is a soldier first,” says Jackson.

Anyone who gets to know 
the staff at Slocum soon realizes that these men are far 
from being anything remotely like what is known as the 
“typewriter jockey” or the “chairborne soldier.”

THE SLOCUM CO told Army Times that having good 
men at Slocum was essential. This because men here 
“wear as many as three hats, and I might add they do a 
good job, too. I’m very proud of our staff.” 

With fewer than two dozen officers (including war- 
rants), the S-3 doubles as adjutant, the S-4 as Signal 
Officer, the S-2 as Provost Marshal and Claims Officer, 
and like’ that. 

“And the U.S. dollar goes further at Fort Slocum 
than it does any place in the U.S. Army, I do know 
that,” says Col, Jackson. 

In reference to this, one of the officers at Slocum 
explained how the CO manages to save thousands of 
dollars by doing such things as ordering coal in the 
spring rather than in the fall.

There is Ampex equipment, a reverberation cham- 
ber, tape recorders, a complete sound effects library and 
equipment for cutting discs. “We teach men to write, 
produce and direct radio programs, with a great deal of 
emphasis on practical exercises,” explains Maj. Webster, 
a big Infantry officer who looks as if he might have been 
a good lineman in football. 

In the TV studio, there is a two camera chain so that 
a student can view and also participate in a show. The 
props are simple, as they would be in the field. There 
is even a hand-operated “crawl box” for credit lines. 
And save for the cameras, everything in the TV studio is 
homemade. Yes, there are “idiot cards,” too. 


There is a total of 22 classrooms and average failure 
rate is about 3 - 4 percent. The students button-holed by 
Army Times during casual conversation here all figured 
they had learned something of value from the course. 
There are five officer classes a year and four EM classes. 
During the past fiscal year, 272 officers and 696 enlisted 
men graduated. But fiscal year 1960 is expected to have 
1200-1300 EM graduates, Col. Jackson estimates. About 
ten percent of the EM class is Air Force.

AS FOR HOUSING, Col. Jackson explains it. simply: 
“We are hard up for housing.” Of 76 eligible NCOs for 
on-post housing, there are now only sets for 22, including 
some sub-standard ones. One of these is over the post 
garage. And the MPs live in an old guardhouse. 


The newest building was in 1934 and some date 
back to the Civil War. The CO’s quarters were built 
in 1880. 


Col. Jackson is currently trying to get 30 new apart- 
ments for NCOs and ten duplex sets for officers. “We 
need it,” he says. Off-post housing is extremely high; 
the rent that must be paid by a young lieutenant who 
must live off-post does not leave much cash for groceries.

‘Chaplains Study. 
Military Science 

FORT SLOCUM, N.Y. —‘A good many people prob- 
ably have the wrong idea about the Army Chaplain 
School, located at Fort Slocum. Military science — not 
religion — is the major study, here. ; 

There are courses in logistics, air ground opera- 

tions, electronics warfare, field engineering, intelligence, 
map and air photo reading, mine warfare, signal com- 
munications, and weapons, te 
mention only a handful. Indeed, 
50 percent of the courses at the 
school concern purely military 
subjects. The idea, and obviously 
a sane one, is that an Army chap- 
Rain must know something about 
the Army. Not as an outsider, 
but as a participant. 
Other courses at the school 
deal with character guidance, 
counseling, and the duties of an 
Army chaplain. 

“Most chaplains who come 
here have never done much read- 
ing in military science,” explains 
Chaplain (Maj.) Chester R. Lind- 
sey, with whom Army Times re- 
cently toured the school, “but

Retired Pay Rule in Navy 


Case May Hit All Services 


WASHINGTON. — The Comp- 
troller General has broadened the 
rule prohibiting retired officers 


} from doing business with .the Navy 


The rule is expected to be extended 
to all services. 

Retired pay was denied, in de- 
cision B-140581, to Rear Adm. Car] 
H. Cotter (USN, Ret.), who heads 
a construction firm working on the 
air base at Roosevelt Roads Nava! 
Station, Puerto Rico. 

Cotter’s “sin,” the Controller said, 
was to sign one of the two Roosevelt 
Roads construction contracts as 
president. He also signed two con- 
tract change orders-and the pro- 
posal which resulted in the second 
contract. 

This brought him under the law 
which bars pay from the govern- 
ment if he “is engaged for himself 
or others in selling, or contracting 
or negotiating to sell, naval supplies 
or war materials to the Depart- 
ment of the Navy... 

In a cage decided in January, the 
Comptrolier held that the term 
“naval supplies or war materials” 
meant “any article of tangible per- 
sonal property.” Here the contracts 
were for public works and improve-

FOR THE film maker who is 
already fairly well along in the 
hobby, “Movie Techniques for the 
Advanced Amateur” (New York: 
Amphoto. 160 pp. $4.95) shoul help 
him become even more proficient. 
The author is George Regnier, a 
French pro who has drawn on his 
professional background and 
spelled it out in terms of the ama- 
teur film world. To adapt the book 
for the American amateur audi- 
ence, Myron A. Matzkin, motion 
picture editor of Modern Photog- 
raphy, has added data to increase 
the book’s usefulness for Ameri- 
cans. 


Aided by many illustrations that 
support and amplify the clear dis- 
cussion of practical matters, the 
well-printed volume starts by de- 
scribing the various kinds of film 
treatments — personal, travelogue, 
documentary, newsreel, etc.—and 
the interrelationships of the vari- 
ous factors in film-making. 

Chapters ‘then take up the 
specific problems of the pro- 
ducer, the script writer, the 
cameraman, the director, the 
editor, the sound technician, and 
the projectionist — from the 
viewpoint that all of these re- 
sponsibilities may be combined 
in one amateur film maker.

WITH 35MM _ photography the 
leading medium of the day, a look 
at how it got that way is in order. 
Edna Bennett has done this job, 
and exceptionally well, in the De- 
cember-January number of Cam- 
era 35,. which, incidentally, steps 
with this issue from a quarterly to 
a bi-monthly. Her “History of 
35mm,” which leads off. an un- 
usually interesting issue, is the 
first of a two-part story, this one 
dealing with the years 1912-1936. 
Although the Leica’s introduc- 
tion in 1924 started the ball a-roll- 
ing for 35mm, the miniature cam- 
era’s history actually goes back 
much further, Miss Bennett points 
out, and it all makes fascinating 
reading. Among the many striking 
illustrations are some of the 35mm 
shots that made history in this 
field. 


IF NEW YORK’S Museum of 
Modern Art gets the $25 million 
it wants. for the building of. a new 
wing and expansion of its exhibi- 
tion facilities and public services, 
photography is in for a slice of 
the pie, according to Dr. Henry 
Allen Moe, the museum’s chair- 
man of the board. Instead of an 
occasional photography show, quar- 
ters would be allotted to enable 
the photography department to 
display 150 photographs continu- 
ously. 
As a sample of what it can offer, 
the museum currently has on view 
50 photographs from its 2600-print 
permanent collection. These rep- 
resent an impressive range of 
early to current work in the field. 

The museum has been showing 
photographic exhibitions since 
it was founded in 1929, but it 
was not until 1940 when it es- 
tablished its Department of Pho- 
tography, under Baumont New- 
hall, now director of George 
Eastman House in Rochester, 
that the photographic shows 
really got under way. 

Under Edward Steichen, dean of 
American photography and the de- 
partment’s head since 1947, this 
phase of the museum’s activities 
has zoomed right ahead, reaching 
its peak achievement in 1955 with 
Steichen’s “The Family of Man,” 
probably the most ambitious pho- 
tographic exhibition ever held. 
The show made a big hit in Russia 
during the American exhibition 
there this year. During its travels 
since leaving the Museum of 
Modern Art, the “Family” has 
been seen by 7 million persons in 
37 countries. 


In addition to the permanent 
collection of 2600 photographs, the 
museum has a library of 2900 for 
study use, the total representing 
the work of 981 photographers. If 
the new facilities are made avail- 
able, every photograph in both 
collections will be accessible to the 
public, through regular gallery ex- 
hibits or in study-storage files. 

Our illustration this week is 
from the current museum show. 
Its wonderful human content has 
made it a favorite with picture 
editors and immensely popular 
with the general public. Aside 
from the fact that it has a sig- 
nificance for us now, since the 
war was only about a year away, 
this picture has the important 
quality of a. familiar human ex- 
perience, told in homley and af- 
fecting terms, that is as universal

SURGE in winter sports activ- 
ity already is underway in 
Michigan. A pre-season tally shows 
73 skiing, skating and tobogganing 
centers are ma preparations 
for the first snowfall. 
This record number gives Michi- 
an more winter centers 
ow any state east of the Rockies, 
according to the state tourist coun- 


cil. 

The 73 include six new areas, 
and starting its first full year of 
operation. Many of the established 
areas throughout the state also 
have a new look—with expanded 
and improved facilities. 


SNOW machines will be in oper- 
ation at nine of the ski centers, as- 
suring a longer season and more 
reliable conditions. Thirty - one 
Michigan resorts offer night skiing. 

New and improved ski areas are 
all part of the continuing winter 
sports boom in Michigan. For in 
the brief span of seven years, this 
Great Lakes vacation state has be- 
come the ski capital of the midwest. 

At least 150,000 skiers are ex- 
pected to make an average of three 
trips each to Michigan ski centers 
this winter—and they will spend 
some $15 million in the process, 
the state’s travel experts estimate. 
In 1953, a total of 38 areas catered 
te“xsome 65,000 skiers. This season 
the number of areas has almost 
doubled, dotting Michigan from the 
far reaches of the upper peninsula 
in the north to the fringes of metro- 
politan Detroit 

A new, statewide winter sports 
guide, pinpointing and describing 
each of Michigan’s 73 ski centers, 
is being prepared by the state 
tourist council for free distri- 
bution after November 15.

During my recent visit to the 
Army Chemical Corps Training 
Command at Fort McClellan, I saw 
a report prepared by the Commit- 
tee on Science and Astronautics, 
U.S. House of Representatives, that 
lists some valuable contributions 
the researchers have made to public 
health, welfare and safety. In some 
ceases the offshoots of these ex- 
periments have resulted in multi- 
million dollar businesses, in hoped- 
for cures for cancer and, often, in 
the saving of lives. 

Take, for example, the spray 
can. Is there an American house- 
hold that doesn’t have at least 
one such can on a shelf? These 
cans. were developed during 
World War II in the production 
of aerosol. insecticides for the 
armed forces, These “aerosol 
bombs,” as they were then call- 
ed, made it possible for men to 
live in insect-infested jungle 
areas, 


Today, the same type of spray 
can has developed into a major 
American business, More than 300 
products, including shaving cream, 
paint and paint remover, deodor- 
ants, hair sprays, Christmas tree 
“snow” and tooth paste are pack- 
aged in these cans—doing a $190 
million business yearly.

Some men swimming in the 
water became contaminated by the 
mustard (a blistering agent) and 
many became severe casualties. 
When the doctors reported that the 
injured were in a state of shock 
and did not respond to treatment, 
it was found that they had a re- 
duction of white blood corpuscles. 
Later, at the Army Chemical 
Center at Edgewood, Md., the 
same effects were produced in 
test animals and and it became 
apparent that the reduction in 
white blood cells was caused by 
the mustard. Chemical Corps 
scientists saw the possibility of 
using this agent in treating dis- 
eases that cause an abnormal in- 
crease in white blood cells. 


Now mustard type agents are 
used in treating Hodgkins disease, 
lymphosarcoma and leukemia and, 
although they do not cure any 
form of cancer, they do prolong 
life in many instances. 
The Chemical Corps did not de- 
velop the “blue baby” operation 
(successful operations have been 
performed on these babies sincé 
1945), but it did contribute much 
to the success of such operations 
by developing an improved cathe- 
ter. 
When a child is born with a con- 
genital defect in the heart’s struc- 
ture, its skin has a bluish color. 
One of the preoperative tests con- 
sists of catherizing various cham- 
bers of the heart and its major 
blood vessels, to withdraw enough 
blood to determine the amount of 
oxygen in it.

HE Civil Service Commission 
will conduct detailed, nation- 
wide surveys of the personnel prac- 
tices of the three military depart- 
ments over the next two years. 
CSC will look into sueh things 
as promotion programs, training, 
employee relations, job classifica- 
tion and executive development. 
The Army will be one of the first 
agencies studied. The Navy and 
Air Force will also get a thorough 
going over later. 

Under the new program the CSC 
will inspect agencies’ practices 
both from Washington headquar- 
ters and in field units throughout 
the coufttry at the same time. The 
idea is to get a complete picture 
of the personnel setup so the CSC 
can recommend improvements and 
changes as needed. Of course, the 
commission will: not inspect every 
unit, but a large sampling will be 
used. CSC regional office staffs 
will help with the work. 

This’ concentrated survey of a 
whole, huge department is a new 
approach for CSC. Formerly, it 
merely inspected’ individual offices 
on a piecemeal basis, confining its 
recommendations to the single of- 
fice.

THE HOUSE. POST Office and 
Civil Service Committee, which has 
been carrying out a lengthy study 
of the Classification Act, is expect- 
ed to ask for broad revision of the 
personnel law next year. This is 
seen in some quarters as a way of 
gaining a modest pay for classified 
employees. Indeed, it may be the 
only way of getting a raise. 

A revision of the classification 
tables could include increased rates 
for some grades and higher grades 
for some specific jobs. This could 
mean that a goodly number of em- 
ployees could get a small increase 
and some might not get any in- 
crease at all. 

One of the issues to come up in 


the hearings on revision of the 
Classification Act will be the ques 
tion of letting agencies set the 
grade for various jobs instead of 
having CSC make the decision. - If 
this is approved it would be al- 
most inevitable that many jobs

‘Blaze-Orange’ Found Best 
Color for Hunter’s Safety 


FORT DEVENS, Mass. — Coler 
tests being conducted at Fort 
Devens te determine which color 
affords a hunter the most protec- 
tion, have indicated that the reds 
and yellews commonly worn by 
deer hunters provide the least 
protection of any of the colors in 
the test. 

After 30,154 observations by un 
biased military personnel, eight 
percent of whom were known to 
have defective color perception, 
fluorescent “blaze - orange” was 
found to be the most consistently 
visible under all conditions of the 
colors tested. It was closely 
followed by fluorescent “neon-red.” 
Other colors ranged downward in 
detectability with ordinary red 
and yellow at the bottom of the 
list. 

Present Massachusetts law re- 
quires that deer hunters wear 
either red or yellow. With the 
Massachusetts deer season open- 
ing 7 December the committee in 
charge of the tests recommended 
that hunters choose either fluores- 
cent “blaze-orange” or fluorescent 
“neon-red” if available. Lacking 
this, hunters should choose the 
brightest shades of red or orange 
they can find. If yellow is used, 
avoid the light shades. The more 
orange it leoks, the better.

ORDINARY YELLOW showed 
a tendency to be dangerous 
worn while deer hunting. In one 
part of the test, 78 riflemen were 
taken on a range using disappear- 
ing targets of various colors and 
instructed -to fire only at white 
targets... Nine of them also fired 
at yellow targets which indicates 
that they mistook yellow for white. 

Tests by the Navy also have in- 
dicated that yellow objects could 
be mistaken for white. The dangers 
of wearing white or anything that 
could be mistaken for white while 
hunting white-tailed deer are ap- 
parent,

THE .30 CALIBER common ball, 
our standard M59 loading, weighs 
150 grains. ‘In designing the new 
multiple bullet load the three slugs 
were made each of .30 caliber. but 
weigh only 50 grains apiece. . In 
this fashion the overall bullet 
weight was not exceeded. Breech 
pressures must be held within 
workable and safe limits, and this 
factor had to be borne in mind 
in perfecting the new cartridge. 

It is regrettable that three bul- 
Jets each weighing 150 grains could 
not be loaded, but this would have 
made a grand total of 450 grains 
weight which would have whooped 
pressures out through the roof! 
Too, the linear dimension of three 
150-gr slugs is so great it would 
be entirely out of the question to 


attempt to stuff the three bullets | 


ino a single casing. 

So the bullets hold their dia- 
meter of .30-inch but are reduced 
in weight and length. Thus breech 
pressures are kept within limits of 
safety (50,000 pounds per square 
and the overall length of 
the cartridge is restricted to use- 
able dimensions. 

But sacrifices must be made 
when you chop a 150-grain bullet 
into two or three segments each 
weighing only a fraction of the 
whole.

CONSIDER THE 3-bullet round 
each slug weighing 50 grains. The 
puny little .22 long rifle bullet 


weighs 41 grains. This .30 is only | 
nine grains heavier. Thus you'| 
have a slug barely outscaling the 
pipsqueak .22. Of course, the

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velocity of the larger bullet is 
twice that of the .22 which is of 
material significance. 

The sectional density of a 30 
caliber 50-grain bullet (or one of 
75 grains) is simply abominable. 
Sectional density is nothing more 
mysterious than the relation of the 
weight to the square of the dia- 
meter of the slug. It has, however, 
a most.profound bearing on the 
performance of the projectile. — 

Bullets with good sectional den- 
sity exhibit all the characteristics 
we are seeking in-the perfect bul- 
let, i. accuracy, sustained yel- 
ocity, long range, and the oomph 
to penetrate and kill. The new 
50-grain (or 75-grain) is quite the 
opposite of this. Inherently it is 
not blessed with a single desirable 
characteristic here enumerated. It 
will not be accurate, as it is de- 
signed to achieve a certain con- 
trolled dispersion. It will shed 
velocity at a staggering rate, will 
display a trajectory as arching as 
the rainbow, has no range to speak 
of, and as for punch it will be 
about two jumps ahead of a Daisy 
Air Rifle. 

Despite these shortcomings and

ridge has certain virtues which 
|tend at least in part to cast the 
| balance in its favor.

| doubles the probability of a hit

Under the arrangement, the 3% 
interest rate will be paid in semi- 
annual checks instead of waiting 
for bond maturity. And accumu- 
“lated taxes on old bonds can be 
postponed until redemption of the 
H exchange bonds. 

The Treasury, in hopes of in 
teresting millions of bond owners, 
sees the new plan supplementing 
incomes and keeping the funds in 
Government securities instead of 
going into other channels.

Cost of Living Rise to Continue 


The great offset te a big upswing 
in living costs has been and is the | 
trend of food. As Laber Statistics 
Commissioner Ewan Clague put it 
a few days ago, “There is a good 
prespect that a reduction in the 
prices of the food market basket 
for the average family wil] effset 
to some extent increases in other 


‘retail prices.”

Work Begins on 
Target Missile 


VAN NUYS, Calif.—Authorization to proceed on a $7,- 
500,000 target missile program was made by Ordnance to the 
Radioplane Division of Northrop Corporation last month. 


Calling for the production of 
400 RP-76 rocket powered target 
missiles, the contract also provides 
for a broad flight service program 
in which Radioplane will fly tar- 
get missions for Army Air De- 
fense practice teams firing Nike 
Ajax and Hercules missiles. The 


ground support, control, and check- 
out equipment for the target mis- 
sile system is also covered in the 
agreement. 

The RP-76 established an altitude 
record for targets this year when it 
climbed to 61,800 feet at transonic 
speeds. It is the only rocket vower- 
ed target missile with operational 
status. 

” * - 

BREAKING AWAY ‘from tradi- 
tional aerial target design concepts, 
Radioplane engineers discarded re- 
strictive and expensive man-carry- 
ing aircraft principles in the devel- 
opment of the RP-76. Nine feet long 
with a five foot wing span, the tar- 
get is powered by a single rocket 
motor fitted with twin exhaust jets. 

With the motor located amidship, 
the airframe is constructed main- 
ly of laminated fiberglass plastic. 
There 
the wings or empennage. Instead, 
the target is maneuvered by a 
canard system of vanes linked di- 
rectly to the control receiver which 
is installed in the forward section. 
A Luneberg lens provides radar re- 
flectivity increasing the image of 
the RP-76 to the size of an enemy 
aircraft. 

The simplicity of concept and 
hardware greatly enhance the re- 
liability of the entire RP-76 sys- 
tem, the company says. Before be- 
ing air launched from a fighter 
aircraft, the entire airborne 
checkout is accomplished in less 
than one minute. The power unit, 
being an end-burning solid pro- 
pellant rocket, is supposed to be 
extremely-_reliable. 

One of the features of a rocket 
powered target is that its speed per- 
formance inherently increases as 
it gains altitude. To date it has 
been clocked at Mach .94 above 60,- 
000 feet. 

The first RP-76 missions under 
the ‘present contract are scheduled 
early in 1960 when Army Air De- 
fense Command troops will com- 
mence practice firing Nike Ajax

Under the terms of the new con- 
tract Radioplane personnel will be 
responsible for the total target 
flight program including air launch, 
flight control and tracking (from 
the Radioplane ground tracking 
station), maintenance and repair. 
The RP-76 is equipped with a para- 
crute landing system; enabling it 
to be recovered after training mis- 
sions for reflight.

PALM SPRINGS, Calif—While 
the modern military airplane may 
be capable of traveling twice the 
speed of sound, it still suffers from 
the same old electrical problems 
that have plagued automobiles 
since Henry Ford's first Model T. 

For over half a century, the most 
common electrical component fail- 
ures in cars have been generators, 
wiring, and batteries. The Air 
Force says it’s no different with 
aircraft. 

About 165 electrical experts 
from the United States, Canada, 
and England spent three days here 
last week at the 43d Air Force- 
Aircraft Industry Conference on 
Flight Safety, probing ways of pre- 
venting accidents and eliminating 
once and for all such. common 
hazards as short circuits and stray 
voltage. 

: . . * ; 

IN TODAY’S high performance 
jets which contain literally miles 
of wiring, electrical malfunctions 
are now more critical than ever, 
said Brig. Gen. Walter E. Arnoid, 
the Air Force’s Director of Flight 
and Missile Safety Research, and 
conference keynote speaker. 

Major cause factors among 
both electrical system accidents 
and incidents, Gen, Arnold re- 
ported, are materiel failures and 
maintenance, in that order. 

He said components failing most 
frequently, in addition to genera- 
tors, wiring and. batteries, are in- 
verters, relays, circuit breakers, 
switches, constant speed drives, 
rectifiers, and wiring hardware. ~ 

Gen. Arnold joined eight other 
conference speakers in an appeal 
for increased reliability through 
improved quality control. 

Key executives and engineers of 
some 60 aircraft, missile, and elec- 
trical component manufacturers 
and major airlines from the United 
States and Canada participated in 
the closed sessions. In addition, 
there were representatives from 
the Army, Navy, and Air Force, 
the Royal Air Force, Federal Avia- 
tion Agency and the University of 
Southern California. 

The conferenee was sponsored 
by the Directorate of Flight and 
Missile Safety Research, a Penta- 
gon level unit located at Norton 
Air Force Base, San Bernardino, 
Calif. Its primary mission is to pre- 
serve the combat capability of the 
Air Force through accident pre- 
vention and investigation.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. — In 1970 
there will be 24 million more cars 
on the road than there are today. 

Added to the 59 million now in 
use, this will bring the grand total 
to around 83,000,000 cars in use 
in 1970, of which at least 20 million 
will be economy cars, capable of 
25 miles to the gallon; or better, in 
city-and-country driving. 

These are the predictions of 
Harry E. Chesebrough, general 
manager of the Plymouth-De Soto- 
Valiant Division of Chrysler Cor- 
poration, in an address today before 
the Mobile Dealer Convention in 
Las Vegas, Nevada. 
- 7 ” * 

CHESEBROUGH said that con- 
tinued improvements in fuel, en- 
gine, and transmission efficiency 
will increase the average fuel econ- 
omy of all cars. And he added, “it 
would not surprise me a bit to find 
the average per-mile fuel consump- 
tion of all cars on the road in 1970, 
a full third less than it is at pres- 
ent.” 

“Everyone. in the business,” 
Chesebrough told the petroleum 
people, “is working to give the mo- 
torist who places a premium on 
economy the kind of car he wants. 
And all through the-industry there 
is a relentless drive to provide car 
buyers with what might be called 
“the economy option.’ ” 

He emphasized that the industry 
would continue to meet the demand 
ef the great majority of car buyers 
for cars in “all price classes, from 
those in the low-price field to the 
luxury ears with the luxury-car fea- 
tures.” 

In outlining some of the benéfits 
that today’s motorist enjoys over 
the motorist of 35. years ago, Chese- 
brough said that one of the most 
impressive gains in greater gaso- 
line economy. He ascribed this 

rogress to have’come about main- 

from two causes — technieal im- 
provements in the gasoline itself 





and imprevements in engine de- 
sign. 

For example, the average in- 
dustrial worker today can buy 
enough gasoline with an hour’s 
pay to drive a Valiant 224 miles. 
In 1924 the average worker could 
drive a Chrysler six 55 miles on 
the amount of gasoline he could

He also pointed out that while

Robinson Library Called Busiest 
In Entire USAREUR Command. 


STUTTGART, Germany. — Sit- 
ting atop the huge Robinson Bar- 
racks Shopping Center, affording 
one of the best views of the city of 
Stuttgart, are several glass en- 
closed rooms which make up the 
special services library at Stutt- 
gart post headquarters. This li- 
brary, with its large collection of 
classical and popular records, and 
some 8750 books and magazines is 
one of the most popular in USAR- 
EUR and the busiest Class I ‘i- 
brary in the entire command. 

Each month, the library checks 
out more than 5200 books, records, 
and periodicals, giving it the larg- 
est circulation of any Class I li- 
brary — which serves from 500-1000 
troops—in USAREUR. The nor- 
mal circulation for a Class I li- 
brary .is 1500 books, records and 
periodicals monthly, 

The reason for the large amount 
of books being read doesn’t lie sole- 
ly with the troops. Greatly respon- 
sible for the mammoth circulation 
are the Robinson, Grenadier, arid 
Pattonville housing areas, all with- 
in 15 minutes of the library. Many 
of the troops from the other posts 
and headquarters around Stuttgart, 
also make use of the library at Rob- 
inson, and time their book borrow- 
ing along with their PX. shopping. 
This is evidenced by the fact that 
payday is usually the library’s bus- 
iest day in the month. 

« * 

AMONG the library’s most fre- 
quent visitors are children from 
4-10 years old, This is due to the 
large supply of children’s books 
and reading material that is avail- 
able. The children’s book. collec- 
tion was greatly enhanced recent- 
ly, by a $500 grant from the Rob- 
inson Barracks Dad’s Club, which 
appropriated the money for the 
purpose of buying books for the 
youngsters. The library recently 
sponsored a summer reading pro- 
gram for its young patrons. Each 
time one of them had read a book, 
and then written a report on it, 
they advanced a mythical rocket 
towards the moon. It took 12 
books read and reported on for the 
literary rockets to reach their goals. 





Quite a few young readers topped 


the mark, and their rockets were 
put “into orbit” around the moph. 

The library is also a favorite 
studying place for personnel en- 
rolled in USAFI and University of 
Maryland courses, as well as stu- 
dents from Stuttgart High School, 
junior high school and elementary 
schools. The terrace, which in one 
direction, gives a panoramic view 
of the Neckar River, and across into 
Bad Cannstatt, clear down to the 
Merceedes-Benz factory on -the 
other side of town, is a favorite 
springtime and . warm -weather 
studying place. 

The reference library carries a 
collection of enéyclopedias, maps, 
dictionaries, and military hand- 
books. Housed in the same room 
is the music section. A phonograph 
is part of the collection and any of 
the 350 regular and long playing 
records can be played on the spot: 
In the collection are opera, broad- 
way show tunes, classical and 
chamber music. 

* +. s 

THE LIBRARY subscribes. to 
more than 50 popular magazines 
and periodicals and ‘those on spe- 
cialized topics such as Automotive 
News, Aeronautical Magazine, and 
military publications. This collec- 
tion makes the library one of the 
favorite waiting places on the post, 


as many people drop in to brewse 
around waiting for the PX to open 
or to wait for friends. 

Another interesting facet of the 
library is its Collection of foreign 
books, primarily those written in 
German. These are available for 
those who want-to improve their 
knowledge of the language by read- 
ing novels and plays, and for for- 
eign born dependents who might 
find it easier to réad in their native 
language. 

Finally, the library has become a 
repository of information about 
events of interest going on in the 
Stuttgart area. The latest schedule 


of the State Opera and Theater is - 


always prominently displayed, 
along with information on the many 
concerts which take place in the 
new Liederhalle. Also on hand is 
the Stuttgarter Wochenspiegel, pub- 
lished by the city’s trade bureau, 
and which offers listings of movies, 
ge clubs and events in Stutt- 


Since Robinson Barracks itself is 
without a service club, the job of 
keeping tour and vacation material 
has fallen to the library. A com- 
prehensive collection of pamphlets 
and guide books are kept on the 
shelves, and many prospective trav- 





elers visit the library before going 
on leave.
